W e enjoy from a gracious 
Providence, 
many hleffings, which mayjuftly c k i m our

in-our condition. 
Favoured with an ac- 
uaintance with the precious doftrines apd 
ivine precepts of flie Chriftian religion,*we 
arc free to exercife ouvfelves in the wor^iig 
of God, as our Weft informed confciei^ces 
may diifbtl. 
Favourei^ alfo with a h^ppy 
republican fyftem and adminiftration of gb- 
vernnient, we participate in its powers, aikl 
are protected in our perfons, property, cha- 
rader and confcience. 
And favored with 
a fertile foil, and not inclement climate, we 
have the means of health and profperity,and 
hopes of rearing our children to a greater 
enjoyment of all thofe blefllngs, and tranf- 
mitting theai, with increafed advantage to 
our pofterity. 
W e may be happy if we will 
be fo. 
A l l that is wanting is a difpofition 
to enjoy with contentment, and improve by 
honeft care, what God has fet before u s . — 
But alas, what is man ; and how is it that 
the human 
heart is always corrupted 
by 
profperity ! W h e n God has furniihed ns all 
with provifion for contentment, we difquiet 
ourfelves with vain cares, and falfe fufpi- 
cions, and turn our be ft bleifings into a curfe 
and calamity. 
His very grace is abufed 
and turned 
into wantonnefs. 
W h e n he 
Ifd his favoured people through the Tea and 
the defart, and miraculoufly proteiled them 
from want and danger ; what was the re- 
turn they made?

and tlse mea- 
iuu's of our adminiftration, be conftantly 
miiVepreYi-nted, and the tbsraOers of all 
whom our own choice, under the Providence 
of God, h'rfth placed iu eminent ftations, be 
continually afperied by falfe flander, and if 
the people, adt under the influence of fuch 
mifreprefi-ntation and flander, the Govern- 
ment muft fall. 
Let n • not flatter ourfelvep:, 
that wC can long remain in our prefent prof- 
perous ftate, unlefs we fpeedily than^^e our 
condu<5t, and caft off our falfe ful'picion^.

to his fucceflor, when they labour to 
confign to retirement, and would willingly 
fqnfign ta the grave.

pofcs : made a vehement attack on the former 
Srcretary of the treaCury for applyin^^ np- 
propriated money in a very ufcc-lfary and 
ulVful manner.

butacieiirf-- co get into olKce by fioding fault 
witli every tiling-done by every man inofrke ; 
and what they iind fault with an officer for 
doing to day, they will find fault for not 
doing to-morrow. 
Kvery officer mufl at 
any rate be blamed, that he maybe turned 
out, and they have a chance for his place.—. 
'I'hisis thnr only objedl, aud to this they 
bend .dl tiieir induiby. 


As to money being receiv'd, unpaid, and 
niiiapplipd by the late Seffetary of ñtate, 
and other* now in public office ; the moft 
fatisfaolory proof has been given, that thii 
« groi¿ «nd uidicious fallehood. 
K ot content with flaudering officers of 
the Federal government, they fay alfo that 
there are individuals, who hold in their 
handi^ large iums of public money, pervert­ 
ed to their own private purpofes. 
Among 
thefe they have named fome gentlemen, 
\fhole aharailers for integrity can challenge 
examination, and defy ílander. 
Rut they 


tre marked out as tiic «bjc¿\s of defamation, 
becaalclhey dif' rn and oppofe the wicked

“ Property capured, and not yet definitive­ 
ly condemned, or which may be captured be­ 
fore the exchange of ratification (contraband 
goods deftined to an enemy’s port excepted) 
fliall be mutually redored on the following 
proof of citizenfhip, viz. 
[^Hcre folla-ws a 
copy o f tbe form o f tbe passports now iitcd 
by Ar/ierican vessels,"} And this paffport fliall 
be fufficient without any other paper, any 
ordinance to the contrary notwitl^danaing i 
which pafi’port (hall not be deemed requifite 
to have been received or recalled, whatever 
number* of voyages the faid ihip may have, 
made, unlefs Ihe fiiall have returned home 
within the fpace o f oae year. 


Proof, with refpeit to the cargo ihall be 
certificates containing the feveral particu­ 
lars of tl.e cargo, the place where tW ^ihij» 
failed, and whither dte isbouurl; fo that the 
forbidden or contraband goods maybe didin- 
guidied by the certificates; which certificate» 
ikall have been made out by the officer of 
the place wlieuce th« fliip fet fail in the ac- 
cudumed form of the country. 


And if fuch palfports or certificates, of 
both, Ihall have been dedroyed by accidents, 
or tsken away by force, their deficiency may 
be fupplied by fnch other proofs of owner- 
diip as are admiiiible by tlic general ufage of 
natioiis.
